So it is with ‘“‘The Most 

Happy Fella,’’ recently awarded 

the Drama Critics’ Award as the 
best musical of the year. 


It couldn’t have happened to 
@ nicer person. Robert Weede, 
who stars in it and meets the 
really exhausting demands with 
one of the great baritone voices 
of our time, is one of the enter- 
tainment world’s really fine per- 
sons. He is known all over 
America because he has sung in 
all the 48 states. He has sung 
at the Met, of course, but be- 
cause he liked people and sing- 
ing, he sang in the many excel- 
lent regional opera companies as 
a guest star. Weede was espe- 
cially popular in Atlanta. 


Weede for a long time has had 
the nation’s greatest baritone 
voice. And now the musical by 
Frank Loesser is enabling Weede 
to make thousands happy who 
would never have heard him in 
opera. The play is not really a 
*‘musical’”’ in the usual sense of 
that word. It is quite close to 
being an opera and the role is 
equal in its demands to any one 
of the major operatic roles. 
Weede sings it six nights per 
week. After some months of 
singing at matinees it was neces- 
sary to provide a replacement 
for the afternoon shows. 


Constant Music 


“The Most Happy Fella’’ keeps 
music almost constantly on the 
stage. There is a very real plot. 
An Italian owner of a substan- 
tial farm in California’s famous 
Napa Valley falls in love with a 
waitress in a San Francisco res- 
taurant. He is a bit past middle 
age. She is a young girl. 

It is a warm, deeply sincere 
sort of story. 


Weede, who does some really 
fine acting to match his magnifi- 
cent singing, has a heavy run of 
feminine notes. ~ 


In his dressing room, after the 
show, and later at supper 
of griddle cakes, maple syrup, 
bacon and iced coffee, he was 
besieged with callers. In the res- 
taurant, diners at adjoining ta- 
bles pointed him out, and said in 
gigantic whispers, ‘‘That’s him.” 

The mail contains another 
heavy run which frets Weede. 
From all over the country there 
come letters from young singers 
asking advice. Some of the letters 
are pathetic, some humorous. 
Weede is made sad by the fact 
that so many ambitious young 
singers get into the hands of 
teachers who can’t teach. Some 
of the letters speak of studying 
for years and not being able to 
get work. Weede is, in real life, 
not unlike the kindly Italian 
grape grower he portrays on the 
stage. He always has had a 
heart as big as the-depot stove 
at the Napa Valley railway sta- 
tion. He, as some critic said, 
was born for the part. 


Weede’s Records 


Weede’s records, are, of 
course, booming. He has a new 
album of arias from Verdi as 
well as the show’s music. 


Weede’s role in ‘‘Most Happy 
Fella” is an exhausting one. 
The only. operatic parts which 
compare with it are _ Rigo- 
letto and Traviata. And, of 
course, in opera, one would sing 
thosé roles only a few times per 
season or, if on the road, once a 
week. Weede sings six nights 
per week. Recently he went to 
Italy, where his son Robert, Jr., 
is studying, to greet the grand- 
son, Robert the Third. He was 
gone but a week, yet the show 
needed him. 


New York .is having a great 
theatrical season. Costs, as in 
all endeavor, make staging new 
plays difficult. Ticket prices are 
somewhat startling. To a one- 
time Vanderbilt University 
freshman who used to spend a 
quarter to see David Warfield, 
John Drew, Mrs. Fiske, Robert 
Mantell and others, the price of 
seven and nine dollars for a 
ticket seems to symbolize infla- 
tion. But, even so, one can’t get 
tickets easily to the better 
shows. 

It is too bad the stage no long- 
er goes on the road. The world 
is a poorer place because it 
doesn’t.

31 Britons 
Die in Fiery 
Plane Crash 


BLACKBUSHE, England, May 
1 ® — A twin-engined British 
transport plane carrying soldiers 
and their families overseas 
crashed in flames tonight short- 
ly after takeoff from this airport 
southwest of London. 


The Air Ministry said 31 of the 
35 persons aboard were killed, 
including two children. Four sur- 
vivors were dragged from the 
wreckage. 


The British-built Viking trans- 
port, on charter from Eagle Avi- 
ation, Ltd., had just taken off 
for Lyons, France, when it de- 
veloped mechanical trouble. 
Aboard were five crewmen and 
30 army personnel and families, 
all British.

gerous event,” he warned, if any 
important NATO power refused 
nuclear equipment for its air, 
land and sea forces. 


“Our alliance in terms of sheer 
numbers could never successfully 
oppose those of the Soviet Union 
without the use of nuclear weap- 
ons,’’ Ismay said. 


PARLEY OPENS 


The secretary general was pre- 
viewing the tasks facing the 
NATO Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters, which begins tomorrow a 
three day exchange of views on 
world affairs with special empha- 
sis on Russia’s threats and possi- 
ble thrusts in Europe and the 
Middle East. 

Ismay’s statement was taken 
as having a special meaning for 
the government of West Gerrhan 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer. 


Heinrich von Brentano, Adenau- 


er’s foreign minister, declared 
only two days ago West Germany 
has no intention of arming itself 
with nuclear weapons for a long 
time to come. A Russian note had 
warned that this country would 
risk becoming a veritable grave- 
yard if it accepted them.

. Revenue Commissioner T. V. Williams 
announced Wednesday he will continue 
his “illegal liquor campaign” fund in spite 
of a previous suggestion by Gov. Griffin 
that it be liquidated. 

' The decision to continue the fund must 
have had the governor's approval since 
he is responsible for the commissioner's 
administration of the revenue depart- 
ment. \ 

Mr. Williams defends the furhd by 
pointing to the record of his department 
in its war on illicit moonshine. There is 
no denying that the record is good. More 
stills have been destroyed than at any 
time in history. 

But why does the state have to have 
a private fund, privately administered, 
for official law enforcement to establish 
a good record in its war on moonshiners? 

Mr. Williams says the fund is not a 
public fund. It is used, however, for pub- 
lic business. As such, the public is entitled 
to know its source and how it is spent. 

The commissioner also says he will not 
reveal the names of contributors nor paid 
informers because of fears for their 
safety. This argument is not valid. The 
funds can be audited officially without 
revealing such names. Other commission- 
ers. using state funds, have employed in- 
formers in the past without ill results. 

Nor will it suffice to give legislative 
committees a detailed accounting of re- 
ceipts and disbursements. Nothing ex- 
cept an official state audit should be ac- 
ceptable for funds spent on public busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Williams should be able to see 
that his fund has not only become a 
“bone of contention” in the state but an 
object of suspicion. It will become even 
more so if it continues as presently ad- 
ministered. 

The state should finance its own law 
enforcement. It needs no outsiders with 
private axes to grind to help with that 
job. Neither should it be in a position 
where it can be accused of shaking down 
contributors for any private fund. 

Mr. Williams’ “illegal liquor cam- 
paign” fund is more than questionable, If 
Gov. Griffin is wise, he will order it 
liquidated. Otherwise, worse headaches 
and “bones of contention” are in store for 
the future.

Sen. Russell Reminds 


Benson of a Few Facts 


Georgia’s Sen. Russell has pointed out 
to the right man, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Benson, that the farm problem is not 
just one for the farmers alone. It affects 
the entire economy and the Benson soil 
bank is aggravating the ills, especially in 
the South. 

The ginners, the cottonseed proces- 
sors, the fertilizer manufacturers, the 
poison salesmen, the equipment deal- 
ers, bankers and everybody who supplies 
the farmer are affected. The Benson farm 
plan, which seems to be deliberately de- 
signed to liquidate the small farmer, tends 
to liquidate much, much more. 

The tragic part of it is that there is 
a long-time solution to the farmers’ ills 
which Benson overlooks. It is the growth 
of population which very soon will make 
today’s surpluses become scarcities. It 
overlooks the fact that marketing and 
distribution are much more important 
than curtailed production. 

Surpluses are better than scarcities 
and the farmer should not be punished 
for his efficiency. That’s what the Ben- 
son program tends to do. In the long run, 
the nation itself may regret it. 

Temporary measures which disregard 
the country’s long-time needs but which 
tend to weaken agriculture are danger- 
ous. indeed. That is what Sen. Russell 
tried to tell Benson Tuesday, prob- 
ably with as little success as in the past.

Let TVA Have the Right 
To Fulfill Its Obligation 


Southern Democrats in Congress are 
girding for a fight in behalf of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. 

And it is none too soon. The Eisen- 
hower administration has been a yoke 
around the neck of TVA’s potentialities. 

This attitude is difficult to under- 
stand, particularly in view of what the 
facility means to the federal govern- 
ment itself. 

During the fiscal year ending last 
June 30, the authority paid back into the 
U.S. Treasury 59 million dollars. Nearly 
three-fifths of the 53.8 billion kilowatt 
hours produced went to federal agencies. 

Yet the administration has denied 
TVA funds that are necessary for badly 
needed expansion in the area it is obli- 
gated to serve. 

Sen. Gore of Tennessee and other 
Southerners are supporting a bill proposed 
by Sen. Kerr of Oklahoma. It wold allow 
TVA to finance its own needs through 
bond issues and to be responsible only to 
Congress instead of a government ad- 
ministrative agency. 

This arrangement certainly would re- 
move the handcuffs which unjustly are 
cramping TVA in its efforts to meet the 
power demands of the area it is charged 
with the duty of serving.

Shakeup of Ike ‘Team’ 
Would Be No Calamity 


Five members of President Eisen- 
hower’s Cabinet may resign soon, “in= 
formed circles in Washington report. 

They include the top members of Ike’s 
inner circle upon whom he has depended 
so greatly for the conduct of his adminis- 
tration during his first term and for the 
beginning of his second four years. 

Expected to resign are Secretary of 
Defense Wilson, Treasury Secretary 
Humphrey and Secretary of State Dulles. 
All of them are aging men and Wilson 
and Dulles recently have had major oper- 
ations which would have sapped the vi- 
tality of those much younger. They do 
emphasize the aging makeup of the Cab- 
inet. 

Secretary of State Dulles has had a 
remarkably free hand in foreign policy— 
so free in fact that it has resulted in 
embarrassment and near disaster for Ike 
on several occasions. A dedicated man, his 
decisions often have been attacked as in- 
ept both at home and abroad. His retire- 
ment would be welcome in many quar- 
ters. 

Charlie Wilson has been a better- 
than-average secretary of defense but 
his propensity for putting his foot in his 
mouth has made him less than popular. 
Primarily a production man, he often has 
found himself tied up in his own red tape. 

Secretary Humphrey is a Republican 

_ of the old school who has shown signs of 
increasing restiveness under Ike’s “mod- 
ern Republicanism.” He has expressed his 
wish to retire from the job and probably 
will. 

The other two members who may re- 
sign—Secretary of Commerce Weeks and 
Postmaster General Summerfield—have 
had rough going from Congress recently. 

Such a breakup of the original Eisen- 
hower “team” should not be viewed as a 
calamity. It might strengthen the Presi- 
dent’s hand to have some new faces and

Men of good will must endorse the appeal of two Atlanta organl- 
zations to keep the race issue out of the city primary campaign which 
will wind up in the election May 8. The ugly head of the issue was 
reared only briefly at a recent rally when Mayor William B. Harts- 
field, seeking re-election to the post he has held for nearly 20 years, 
was asked how he feels about allowing Negroes to swim in city park 


pools. 

The mayor turned to his op 
ponent, Archie Lindsey, and asked 
whether he would answer the same 
question. 

Mr. Hartsfield, or any other 
mayor in a Southern city with a 
large Negro population, is in a 
difficult position. He must walk a 
chalkline by being as fair as pos- 
sible to his colored constituents 
without lowering certain segrega- 
tion bars which many state laws 
and municipal ordinances require. 

The Atlanta mayor has assured 
Negroes they will get an equal 
share of the bond issue of nearly 
87 million dollars recently ap- 
proved. As a matter of fact, 
Negroes probably benefit more 
than whites since improvements 
resulting are to the advantage of 
all but are paid for mostly by 
white citizens who are property 
owners out of all proportion to 
race population ratio. 

A constructive approach to ra- 
cial relations is offered by Harts- 
field in his thought that the basic 
trouble in Montgomery, Ala., is 
the lack of a meeting of minds 
to solve mutual problems.

Would you like to turn your back 
on all these things and journey to 
anotner land where you know no 
one, where a strange language is 
spoken and where no comforts and 
little security are offered?”

Scientists Disagree 


On A-Bomb Testing 


WASHINGTON—Dr. Albert Schweitzer, the es- 
teemed missSionary-doctor and philosopher, who has 


the moral credentials to address the world on hu- : 

manitarian matters, has exploded a powerful anti-atomic bomb. In 
a long message to the Nobel Peace Prize Committee in Oslo, subse- 
quently broadcast to some 50 nations, Dr. Schweitzer in effect appealed 
to the inhabitants of this earth to insist that their governments forth- 
with cease atomic-weapons testing whatever the reason, whatever the 


need, whatever the purpose. 

His thesis was that atomic-arms 
explosions must. be stopped at 
once because ‘‘our own health and 
that of our descendants” is threat- 
ened, 

Dr. Schweitzer’s letter will carry 
tremendous weight. 

It will carry weight because he 
is widely cherished as a man, be- 
cause he has no vested stake in 
the issue other than what he 
deems the welfare of mankind 
and because he states his opinions 
with an appearance of great scien- 
tific certitude. 

If Dr. Schweitzer is right, if his 
warning that radioactive fallout is 
menacing the human race, present 
and future, is based on scientific 
data—then we shouldn't rest until 
all testing is stopped. 

If Dr. Schweitzer is not right, 
if his opinions about the perils of 
radioactive fallout are contra- 
dicted scientifically at essential 
points, then something should be 
done to prevent such a good man 
from misleading the world. 

Many qualified people are con- 
vinced that Dr. Schweitzer’s moral 
fervor far exceeds his proof. 
‘Most of the scientific evidence 
accepted by most of the scientists 
in the United States who have 
studied the facts supports the con- 
clusion that the present and future

WASHINGTON—Developments

health of the human race is not 
appreciably endangered by the 
level of atomic-arms testing now 
going on. 

A detached authority for this 
statement is the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences which, after 
checking all the data on fallout, 
declared; ‘‘Thus far the biological 
damage from peacetime activities 
(including the testing of atomic 
weapons) has been essentially 
negligible.’ 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion’s pre-eminent authority on ra- 
dioactive fallout, Dr. Willard F. 
Libby, puts this conclusion in more 
comprehensible terms. He points 
out that eight to 40 times more 
radioactivity comes to one from a 
wrist watch than comes from ra- 
dioactive fallout. 

But it is entirely possible Dr. 
Schweitzer’s pleadings will begin 
to carry the day unless the AEC 
does a better job of establishing 
its case. : 

Perhaps atomic testing should 
come to an end. Perhaps a dis- 
armament agreement is in the 
making in London which will 
make them no longer necessary. 

All I am saying is, let’s not end 
our atomic tests under the wrong 
circumstances, at the wrong time, 
for the wrong reasons.

With an impish grin, 
the mother, who speaks no English, commented, 
‘‘I would like it more if I would be 20 years 
younger.”’

Fiscal matters, even those concerning me most vitally and 
engaging my most earnest attention, have a way of flaring briefly 
in my murky mind and then fizzling out like a paper torch in a 
summer shower. 

For instance, I have no idea how much of my tax dollar goes 
toward the preservation of our system of state and national parks 
and forests. And as a taxpayer I wish I did know so I could worry 
about them more constructively. 

Having cost figures at hand always makes anything you ‘say 
about any public project seem more authoritative. And yet since 
there’s no dollars arid cents way of measuring the pleasure I have 
had from national and state parks, maybe money isn’t such a 
hot yardstick at that. 


When I think of the enchanted moments I have walked along 
that winding rocky road the COC boys dug out of the wilderness 
in the 30s, when I think of the joys of swimming in the lake they 
built, the acres of rhododendron and dogwood that the forest sys- 
tem has preserved . . . well, there hardly seems any connection 
with money. 

But, alas, money is about to become alarmingly important 
to our national forest service. 


The Department of Agriculture has just put out a bulletin 
called ‘“‘Operation Outdoors’’ which is a five-year plan to rehabili- 
tate existing recreational areas in the national forests and to de- 
velop new ones by 1962. 

The program is expected to cost $85 million and it will include 
the development of new areas with facilities for camping, pic- 
nicking, skiing (not in Georgia, I’m afraid), swimming, ‘hiking 
and riding. The plan, of course, contemplates preserving sub- 


stantial wilderness areas. 


Happy as I so often am in the vast Chattahoochee National 
Forest, which makes a great green oasis across the map of 
north Georgia, I was unaware of the inadequacy of present forest 
recreation facilities. But this ‘‘Operation Outdoors’’ points out 
that most of the 4,900 improved camp, picnic and swimming areas 
in the national forests were constructed during the 1930s with 
emergency funds and mainly by those sturdy CCC boys. The war 
years came along then and prevented the completion of many 
plans. 


‘‘Recreational use of the national forests requires sanitary fa- 
cilities, safe water, fire prevention improvements and simple con- 
veniences for the enjoyment of the visitors, protection of public 
health and safety and protection and preservation of the forest,” 
the forestry service points out. 


You have only to take a look at the private lands where pic- 
nickers and campers make free with woods and water to see 
the wisdom of this. One of the prettiest picnic spots I know about 
in the mountains is a bit of land owned by a man who lives in 
middle Georgia. On the rare occasions when he and his family 
visit it they must be heartsick at the bottles, cans and paper 
plates which despoil the violets and the lady-slipper and the fern. 
The big trees have been hacked with axes in the hands of vandals 
and fires have scarred the earth and threatened the woods. 

The same picnickers in a state or national forest would, I be- 
lieve, out of fear if nothing else, mind their manners—and their 
matches. 

There’s a sizable portion of that $85 million set aside for 
“sanitation and cleanup’’ and I hope Secretary Humphrey will 
take at least $2 out of my tax money and rush it right over to the 
forest service. It isn’t much but it might keep thrée or four sar- 
dine cans and beer bottles out of the Chattahoochee National 
Forest. °
